31,000 IN CASH 


RESIOTS BURGLARS| 


Kroger Grocery Store, at 1105 
North Grand Avenue, Entered 
Second Time in 3 Months. 


‘Burglars made a second ineffectual at- 
tempt to rob the large safe of the Kro- 
ger Grocery and Beking Co., 1105 
North Grand avenue, containing $31,000, 
between midnight, Saturday, and day- 
light, this morning. 

The two outer doors of the safe were 


opened, but the inner door held and 
the robbers seem to have been fright- 
ened away before they could complete 
their work. The other attempt was 
made three months ago. The floor tim- 
bers were sawed through then. It ap- 
parently was the purpose of the rob- 
bers to lower the safe into the bas« 
ment, where they could work with more 
safety. 

Entrance was gained this time through 
a rear basement window over which 
heavy boards were nailed. A _ locked 
and barred door leading from the base- 
ment to the first floor was forced.

APPLICATIONS FOR 
SALOON LICENSES 


Thesé May Be Foréed to Close 
Bars Thursday Until Peti- 
tions Are Granted. 


Only six clubs in St. Louis have noti- 
fied *the Excise Commissioner of their 
intention of taking out saloon iicenses, 


in compliance with a recent Supreme 
Court decision which places all clubs on 
the same footing as dramshops. 

These clubs are the Noonday, Missouri 
Athletic Association, Aschenbroedel, St. 
Loujs Democratic, Moose, Army and 
Navy and Western Rowing. 

Even if the necessary petitions are 
signed and the licenses ure issued there 
may bea dry period in all these clubs 
because of a conflict between the an- 
nounced policy of the police department 
and the rules of Excise Commissioner 
Anderson's Office. 

Order Effective Thursday. 

Police Chief Young says he will en- 
force the Supreme Court decision next 
Thursday and that all clubs without 
licenses must cease selling intoxicants 
on that day. 

Under the regulations of the excise of- 
fice an application for @ saloon license 
must be filed 10 days before the time 
set for the opening of the saloon. While 
waiting for Anderson’s decision the 
clubs may have to close their bars from 
next Thursday until Thursday of next 
week, | cause of Chief Young’s ruling. 

After being clamped down for nearly 
a week, the lid again is off for the time 
at the St. Louls Country Club.

must be cremated. Lady Roberts, it is 
announced is unable to accept the offer. 

The body of the distinguished soldier 
will be brought to England in a few 
days. It is understood that Earl Roberts 
wished to be buried at All Saints’ 
_Church at Ascot, near his home. Al 
“definite announcement regarding the 
burial place is expected shortly. 

According to Paris dispatches, 
Roberts was advised not to go to the 
front until the weather moderated, but 
he refused to postpone the progrash ar- 
ranged for him. 

Earl Roberts is the eighth difstin- 
guished officer of the British army and 
navy to die since the begining of "the 
‘war. The list includes Gens. Grierson: 
Franklyn, Kekewich and Carrington. 

Objected to Great Secrecy. 

The correspondent of a French news- 
paper, who saw Earl Roberts just ‘be- 
fore he started for France; writes to 
“the Times, stating that’ Hari Roberts 
told him he intended to speak to Gen. 
French about the too great secrecy, 
which, to his mind, was kept by the 
military authorities at the front and at 
home concerning th3 work and brave 
deeds of the British troops. He consid- 
ered that, while military movements 
should be kept wbsolutely secret, the 
knowledge of how the British soldiers 
were fighting against great odds would 
greatly stimulate recruiting in England 

The death of Earl Roberts, which oc- 
curred Saturday evening at the’ head- 
quarters of the British ‘expeditionary 
forces in France, was extremely sud- 
den, He was in his usual good health 
when he left England Wednesday with 
his daughter, Lady Alleen Roberts, and 
his son-in-law, Maj. Lewin. The party 
had a rough trip crossing the channel, 
but the aged General felt no ill effects 
and went through with his program on 
the continent. In fact he was ready 
to return home when his death oc- 
curred. 

Earl Roberts had motored to the Brit- 
ish bases and camps, had reviewed the 
Indian troops and had conferred with 
the leading officers. It was not until 
dinner time Friday evening that he com- 
plained of a siight chill. As he was sub- 
ject to trifling chest troubles he fol- 
lowed his usual course and went to bed 
early. As his temperature increased 
medical men were called in and pro- 
nounced his condition critical. They 
relieved the General of his pain and he 
fell asleep. His death occurred as he 
slumbered. 

The passing of the great warrior has 
created profound grief throughout the 
country. At all churches and in the 
soldiers’ training camps touching ref- 
erences were made yesterday to his 
death, and the “Dead March in Saul” 
was played. 

King George and Queen Mary sent 
messages of condolence to Lady Rob- 
erts and her two daughters, Lady Alleen 
Mary and Lady Ada Edwina Stewart. 
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Lord Roberts Mourned in France as 
Much as in Engiand. 

PARIS, Nov. 16.—Paris papers com- 
ment at length on the death of Lord 
Roberts.

‘IFAVORABLE REPORT 
UN PARKWAY BILL 
EXPECTED IN HOUSE 


Measure Probably Will Be 
Passed Speedily After Reading 
Tomorrow Night. 


FEW OBJECTIONS MADE 


W. B. Stevens Explains How 
Charter Provides for Fairness 
to Property Owners. 


The central parkway bill probably will 
be reported favorably to the House of 
Delegates by the Public Improvements 
Committee tomorrow: night. The lack 
of any serious objection to the bill, and 
the strong city wide sentiment in favor 
of it, will result in the speedy passage 
of the bill by both branches of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, in the opinion of city 
officials. 

Not more than § property owners out 
of the 988 owners of property on Market 
and Chestnut streets, who would be 
directly affected by the parkway, ap- 
peared at the three public hearings to 
protest against the improvement. It is 
estimated that there are 10,000 property 
owners in the district which will be in- 
cluded. in the benefited territory, and 
the small number who are opposed to 
the parkway is considered to be one of 
the strongest points in favor of the en- 
actment of the ordinance. 


Property Owners Protected. 
Walter B. Stevens, secretary of the 


City Plan Commission, which laid out 
the proposed parkway, called attention 
today to the provisions of the city char- 
ter with respect to the assessment of 
benefits. The statement was made at 
some of the public hearings, Stevens 
said, that there would be a blanket as- 
essment against the property, without 
regard to the benefits.. 

‘The new city charter was.admirably 
drawn to protect.every right of the 
property owner in condemnation pro- 
ceedings,’’ Stevens said. ‘‘The charter 
provides for the appointment of cem- 
missioners to assess tamages and bene- 
fits by the Circuit Court. 

“Undoubtedly the -court will, in a 
matter of such great importance as the 
parkway, select the best. men available 
as members of the commission. The 
commissioners will investigate thor- 


j oughly. every problem .of benefits and 
.damages, and afford a full hearing to 


every Wishing to be 
heard. 

“The -charter provides that for ‘the 
payment of all such damages (damages 
resulting from the taking of the prop- 
erty for the parkway) the commissivun- 
ers shall assess against all the lots or 
parcels of property or interests therein 
especially benefitted by the proposed 
public work or improvement, separately, 
several owners 
thereef, the-amount that each lot. or 
parcel. of property or interest therein 
so assessed shall be especially benefitted 
ty the proposed public work or improve- 


property owner 


ment, and against the city the balance | 


of. the damages over and’ above: the 
uforesaid special benefits assessed.’ 


Could: Appeal to Gourts, 
“This provision of the charter makes 


it impossible to assess against any piece 
of property benefits greater than it 
would receive. If any property owner 
believed that his property would not be 
benefitted by the parkway he could go 
before the commissioners and‘ present 
his case. If he could prove that he 
would derive no benefits, he would not 
be assessed. 

“One point raised by a speaker at the 
public hearings was that St. Louis Uni- 
versity would be taxed for the. parkway 
and would derive no benefits. If it could 
be shown to the commissioners that 
this was true, then under the charter, 
there could be no assessment. 

“The new charter is so well drawn 
that every property owner will get even 
and exact justice. And then if any prop- 
erty owner should feel that the com- 
missioners had not treated him fairly, 
he could appeal to the court for a furth- 
er hearing. 


Expects Apartments to Be Erected. 
“One of the greatest advantages to be 


derived from the parkway will be the 
revival of the district between Jeffer- 
sor, and Grand avenues for residence 
purposes. I have no doubt that many 
apartment houses, with apartments rent- 
ing at $20, $25 and $30 a month will be 
built in this district. 

“People can occupy these apartments 
and live within a few minutes’ travel 
of their work. These apartment houses 
will be in walking distance of the busi- 
ness district. 

“There will be Playgrounds in the 
parkway for the children of the occu- 
pants of the apartment houses. With 
the band concerts that will be given in 
the small parks, music will be brought 
to the very doors of the people who oc- 
cupy the apartments. 

“There are so many benefits that St 
Louis will derive from the Parkway that 
there really ought tod be no opposition 
whatever to this great improvement.” 
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GEN. SCOTT BEGINS TERM 
AS CHIEF OF ARMY STAFF 


W. W. Wotherspoon, Who Was 
Retired, Sought to Develop 


Service Along Modern Lines. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.— Brigadier. 
General Hugh L. Scott became chief of 
staff of the United States Army today 
succeeding Major-General William W. 
Wotherspoon, who was retired on ac- 
count of age. 

Gen. Wotherspoon’'s service as Chief of 
Staff and as Assistant Chief was 
marked by efforts to develop the army 
along modern lines. He brought to the 
position a Wealth of experience gained 
in both the army and navy. He held a 
commission as mate from March, 1870. 
to October, 1878, and served not only in 
many Capacities with troops, having 
risen through all the grades, but was 
Quartermaster, Commissary,  Aid-de- 
amp, then commander of an Indian 
company and military instructor of the 
Rhode Island College.

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HOW GEN. WOOD 
WOULD PREPARE 
FOR GREAT WAR 


Former Chief of Staff Favors 
Reserve of Trained Men That 
Could Be -Called Out. 


URGES MORE ARTILLERY 


Ammunition Should Be Stored 
Up as U. S. Would Be Caught 
Short,.He Says. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The Post- 
Dispatch presents herewith the vital 
section of a report which Brigadier- 
General Leonard Wood, formerly 
Chief of Staff, now in command of the 
Department of the East, with head- 
quarters at Governor's Island, made to 
the Secretary of War before he left 
Washington. 

Recommendations in the report for 
the reorganization of the army are ac- 
cepted by military men as the first 
steps that must be tdken in any plan 
for preparing the army for a great 
war. It is upon these recommendations 
that Representative Gardner based, in 
part, his resolution for an investigation 
of the military defenses of thg nation. 

When the Gardner resolution, which 
will be compelled to overcome politicai 
breakers before it gets the right of 
way, is finally considered by the Rules 
Committee at the coming session uf 
Congress, the following recommenda- 
tions made,by Brigadier-General Wood 
will be presented as a concise embodi- 
ment of the fundamental needs of the 
army: 

“‘First—The establishment of a reserve 
of trained men for the regular army 
sufficient to bring it immediately to full 
statutory strength and to replace the 
losses of the first three months of war. 

UU. S. Short of Ammunition. 

“Second—The prompt provision of the 
remaining 42 per cent of our very mod- 
est project for field artillery guns as 
yet unprovided for and the necessary 
ammunition for those now made or un- 
der manufacture. The present short- 
age in ammunition constitutes a grave 
source of danger. Ammunition of this 
type cannot be bought, in case an emer- 
gency should arise requiring its use, 
without great delay; no nation carries 
it for sale: It cannot be manufactured 
in this country no matter What efforts 


j;we make without such delay as would 


it unavailable during 
the emergency. The condition is a very 
grave one, greatly diminishing our 
chance of success in case of war, and 
should be remedied with the least pos- 
sible delay. The importance of prompt- 
ly securing this ammunition cannot be 
too strongly stated, 

“Third—The creation .of tien mecensany 
organization. to give -«three.. complete 
tactical infantry divisions .within tlie 
continental limits of the United States. 

“Fourth—The enactment of such per- 
sonnel legislation as wil] eliminate ef- 
fectively the unfit and stimulate the ef- 
ficient. gfficer to continued . efforts 
through: establishing @ condition under 
which progress in rank and command 
will have a close and.dependent rela- 
tionship upon capacity, fitness and ac- 
complishment. Such is not the condi- 
tion now. 

Time Needed for Remedies. 

“The first and second of the above 
recommendations deal with conditions 
which should be corrected with the least 
possible delay, as their continuance 
means disaster in case of war. Their 
correction will take time, and measures 
Jooking thereto should be pushed'as rap- 
idly as possible. 

“The third is necessary to complete 
one field artillery of regular troops 
within the continental limits of the 
United States. It means a field artillery 
of about 70,000 troops in a population of 
more than 90,000,000, 

“The fourth is essential if we are to 
attain the highest degree of efficiency.” 

Gen. Wood's recommendations deal 
only with the regular army and its most 
apparent weaknesses. Questions relat- 
ing to the militia and a volunteer army 
have been argued in the War Depart- 
ment and before Congress ever since 
the miserable showing made by the em- 
bryo soldiers who jumped from the fac- 
tory and office into the country’s serv- 
ice during the Spanish War. 

State Guards Are Poor Soldiers. 

The only question in relation to the 
volunteer army which is not generally 
agreed upon at the War Department and 
in military councils is the number of 
men who should be prepared for mili- 
tary service. The estimates start at 
250,000 and run as high as 1,800,000. There 
is a great difference of opinion upon the 
number of soldiers that this country 
would need in the event of war. But 
there is no difference of opinion among 
army officers and military experts in re- 
lation to the question of training civil- 
ians. Men who are familiar with con- 
ditions in state militias insist that most 
of the men now wearing state uniforms 
are totally unfit for military service in 
the field and that they would present a 
sorry spectacle if they were compelled 
to meet the trained troops of one of the 
great continental nations on a basis of 
equal numbers. 

Gen. Wood has said repeatedly that 
the entire system of training state 
troops should be revised and that they 
should be given a real taste of up-to- 
date military Instruction. 


As pointed out in Gen. Wood's recom- 
mendations one of the greatest curses tn 
the present military organization is the, 
fact that the small mobile army is cut 
into small detachments and is scat- 
tered, for political reasons, from Cali- 
fornia to Maine, making it impossible 
to assemble the troops rapidly or to 
give them the proper training that can 
be had only at large posts, where the

Mrs. Etta Hale Shoots Grocer 
Clerk to Death and Then 
Ends Her Life. 


QUARRELED OVER WOMAN 
Had Previously Hired Detectives 
to Spy and Had Followed 
Him Herself. 


Mrs. Etta Hale, 28 years old, shot and 
killed her husband, William Hale, 33 
vears old, a grocery clerk, and then 
killed herself in their room on the sec- 
ond floor of 1111 North Compton ave- 


iue yesterday afternoon. According to 


those who knew the couple, jealousy 
was the motive. They freyuently had

After killing her husband, Mrs. Hale 
covered his face with a _ shortwaist. 
Then, sitting on the floor in the oppo- 
site corner of the room, she shot her- 
self in the right temple. She was alive 
when policemen arrived, but died a short 
time Jater at the city hospital. 

Note to House Proprietor, 

In a dresser drawer was found a noie 
osddressed to Mrs. Sadie Bernaud, pro- 
prietor of the rooming house. It read: 

‘Dear Mrs. Bernaud: You certainly 
have been nice; more than I could ex- 
pect, so many thanks to you, and take 
$3 for your trouble. Give the rest of the 
things in the sack to my mother. Call 
ra on the long distance, and tell him 
to come and get me, and to break the 
news to mother as quietly as he can.”’ 

The sack referred to in the note was 
a handbag which Mrs. Hale gave to 
Mrs. Bernaud Saturday, telling her she 
would instruct her what to do with it 
later. It vontained $40 and a due bill 
showing Hale had $140 due him from 
his employer, an Easton avenue gro- 
cer. 

Employed Detectives. 

Mrs. Bernaud today told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter the Hales had been quar- 
reling for several days, and Mrs. hale 
had employed private detectives to spy 
on her husband’s movements at night, 
as she accused him of being friendly 
with a divorced woman employed in a 
Washington avenue rooming house. 

Mrs. Hale told Mrs.- Bernaud = sne 
tracked her husband to the Washington 
avenue house last Wednesday night and 
stood in hiding behind a tree in front 
of the house from 8:30 p. m. until mid- 
night. She told Mrs. Bernaud sle con- 
fronted her husband, and he admitted 
being friendfy with the other woman. 
At the Washington avenue rooming 
house pif was said:a woman who knew 
Hale. ahd. whom he onée visited gave up 
her employment there last Friday.

COL. ROOSEVELT FAVORS 
RESERVIST PLAN FOR U. S. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—‘‘Preparedness 
Without Militarism” ts the subject of 
an article contributed to the New York 
Times by Col. Theodore Roosevelt. He 
compares military preparedness, in its 
necessity for protective purposes, to life 
or fire insurance. ‘‘When I left the pres- 
idency,” he writes, “‘there was not a 
cloud on the. horizon, and one of the 
reasons why there was not a cloud on 
the horizon was that the American bat- 
tle fleet had just returned from its 16- 
months’ trip around the world.” 

The United States, he says, combines 
the greatest amount of wealth with the 
smallest ability to defend that wealth. 
As a means of attaining preparedness 
without militarism, he suggests the 
adoption of a system like that of Switz- 
erland. In that country, every man re- 
ceives military training, yet by a meth- 
od which takes him from his work only 
a short time. Actual campaign practice 
under canvas, for the training of both 
officers and men, is an essential part of 
this method.

FOR NEW JUNIOR 
JUVENILE COURTS 


Young Lawyers to Be Judges— 
Miniature Tribunals Planned 
for Each Neighborhood. 


Judge Hennings and his associates in 
the Juvenile Court are starting a series 
of Junior Juvenile Courts, to be located 
in various parts of the city, in which 
young lawyers will act as Judges, and 
boys of the neighborhoods as officers. 

The idea was suggested by Probation 
Officer Leo McCarthy, who got the idea 
from a system successfully in vogue in 
Cleveland. Judge Hennings thinks that 
trying a boy in his own neighborhood, 
by young men, and having him sen- 
tenced to wash his mother’s dishes or 
clean up the back yard will be more pre- 
ventive of a criminal future with most 
boys than placing them in charge of an 
officer and sentencing them to the In- 
dustrial School. 

‘The first court will convene shortly at 
Neighborhood House, 817 North Nine- 
teenth street. Three young lawyers, 
representing the Catholic, Protestant 
and Jewish faiths, will preside. James 
H. Zipf, an attorney with offices tn the 
New Bank of Commerce Building, is the 
first jurist selected. He is a Catholic. 

Squad of Nine Guardians, 

Robert Nelson, 18 years old, of Til 
North Nineteenth street, will act as 
captain-of a squad of nine boys, who 
will act as guardians over the youngz- 
sters of the neighborhood. Boys who 
beg pennies on the street, hop rides on 
street cars, steal papers on doorsteps, 
break windows and the like will be re- 
ported to the Court and summoned 1» 
appear. ° 

Should a boy fail to obey the man- 
dates of the young officer, the mother 
of the boy will be requested to bring 
him forward for trial. While the moth- 
er legally cannot be compelled to bring 
the child to the court, should she fail 
to do so the offense will be reported to 
the Juvenile Court. 

Some of the Sentences. 

If the offender is found guilty in the 
Junior Juvenile Court, he. will be sen- 
tenced to washing dishes, and helping 
about his mother’s home. In cases 
where window panes are destroyed, he 
will be sentenced to earn enough money 
to replace the destroyed property. 

If the idea works successfully in the 
first court, others will be established at 
the Jewish Educational Alliance, Ninth 
and Carr streets, the Church of the

“Please accept my cordial congratula- 
tions on the opening ef the Federal re- 
serve bank of your district, and my sin- 
cere commendation on the effective 
work you have done in preparing the 
bank for business in the short time al- 
lowed for the opening. 

“I am sure the Federal reserve banks 
will serve a great and beneficent pur- 
pose in the future of our country, and 
I am sure that this department and 
the Federal Reserve Board may count 
on your loyal co-operation in the im- 
portant work and duties which have 
been confided to you. My hearty good 
wishes for your success.”’ 


Chief Value of System. 

The directors of the reserve banks 
had only three weeks in which to perfect 
their organizations, but they responded 
to Secretary McAdoo’s suggestions anc 
every step thought necessary for the 
first great change in the country’s mode 
of banking in the last 50 years had been 
taken in time for the opening today. 

The regional banks which will serve 
as centers to provide for the commer 
requirements of the country have 
been established in New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland, Chicago, Min 
neapolis, St. Louis, Kansas City, At- 
lanta, Richmond, Dallas and San Frar- 
cisco. Their operations for the next 
few months will consist largely of re- 
discounting of notes, drafts and bills ot 
exchange. Later their field will be ex- 
tended to permit them to exercise re- 
maining functions defined by the cur- 
rency law. 

In the new system are 7571 member 
banks, with an authorized capital placed 
at $106,759,600. One-sixth of that amount 
has been called in and placed in their 
vaults. Cash reserves in the 12 regiona! 
banks is estimated at nearly $250,000,000, 
drawn under the currency law from 
present reserve agénts of the member

Opportunity to Test Value. 

Members of the Federal Reserve 
Board felt today they had establishe:? 
the system just when conditions pre 
sented excellent opportunity to test its 
value. Ability of the reserve banks t9 
rediscount commercial paper has been 
looked to ag a means of providing finan 
cial machinery for the movement of 
crops and meeting general business 
needs. 

Asserting that the opening of th» 
banks marked a new era in the histor 
of business and finance in the United 
States, Secretary McAdoo said: 

It is believed that they will put an 
end to the annual anxiety from whicn 
the country has suffered for the past 
generation about insufficient money and 
credit to move the crops each year, and 
will give such stability to the bankiny 
business that the extreme fluctuations 
in interest rates and available credits 
which have characterized banking in 
the past will be destroyed permanently.” 

“Economic Fourth of July.” 

Paul M. Warburg, possibly the most 
experienced banker on the Federal Re- 
serve Board. today declared that Nov 
13 might be considered the Fourth of 
July in the economic life of the United 
States, marking the foundation of the 
nation's financial emancipation. 

“The new banking system, wisely ad 
ministered,” said Warburg, ‘“‘will prove 
to be the means, not of inflation, but 
of safety, independence and gradual. 
healthy expansion. How soon we may 
hecome a world power, equal in strength 
ard independence to those on whom We 
have had to lean until now, will depend 
pon our ability to avail ourselves of the 
oyportunity now open to us. We ar 
starting out today ambitious of attain- 
ing this end, but we are still far re- 
moved from our goal. With a spirit pre- 
vailing of unselfish moderation and mu- 
tual helpfulness, with careful planning 
and singleness of purpose, we are ccr- 
tain to overcome the obstacles that still 
bleck our way, both within and with- 
out.”’

LIONBERGER TELLS 
WHY HE OPPOSES 
CENTRAL PARKWAY 


Lawyer Who Owns $600,000 
Property in District, Says It 
Would Hurt Business. 


Isaac H. Lionberger, wealthy lawyer 
and member of many civic societies, 
who has the largest property holdings 
in the district of the proposed central 
parkway, valued at more than $600,000, 
gave his reasons to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter for opposing the parkway proj- 
ect. 

Lionberger elaborated on the brief 
speech he made last week at a public 
hearing before the Public Improvements 
Committee of the House of Delegates. 
He made a denial of the statement made 


then by a real estate agent that Lion 
berger had refused recently to seil at 
$1500 a front foot a parcel of property 
on Market. street facing the proposed 
parkway that he bought for $660. 

He declared he stood ready to sell the 
property, 225 feet at the southwest cor- 
ner of Fifteenth and Market streets, for 
$900 a foot, or $202,500. He said he never 
refused an offer of $1500 a foot for the 
land, and that he did not buy it orig- 
inally for $560 a foot, or through M. 
Weinberg, the agent who claimed at the 
public hearing to have made the saie 
and offer to repurchase. 

“The property in question was pur- 
chased by me from a planing mill com- 
pany through W, B. Addington,” said 
Lionberger, ‘‘and it was paid for partly 
in cash and partly by the transfer of 
my old residence. I do not Know for 
that reason just how much per front 
foot I paid for it, but with improve- 
ments that I have added to it I esti- 
mate that it has cost me $900 a front 
foot, and I am willing to sell it at that 
figure to anyone who thinks the crea- 
tion of the parkway will result in great- 
er revenue from the rental of the prop- 
erty for business purposes. 

Posterity Might Benefit. 

‘‘While posterity might benefit from 
the creation of a beautiful traffic park- 
way 300.feet wide, provided some means, 
not apparent at present, were found to 
line it with magnificent, monumental] 
buildings such as adorn the Champs 
Elysees and similar boulevards of the 


{oid world, the immediate effect of its 


creation would be to decrease business 
for those firms now operating on Market 
street. 

“The government of the French nation 
paid to erect the handsome buildings 
that are so becoming to the Champs 
Elysees. Who will come forward to 
build attractive hotels, theaters and 
apartment houses along both sides of 
the parkway proposed for St. Louis? 

“Tf this parkway is created at an ex- 
pense to local property owners of $15,- 
00,000 (Lionberger’s own estimate of 
cost, about twice the estimate made by 
the City Plan Commissioners), it would 
be impossible, under present conditions, 
for the taxed landlords to recover the 
sum, or any part’ of it, in most in- 
siances, through inereasing the reven- 
uics paid in by the business firms who 
lease the affected property. 

Owns Another Block. 

“Speaking from my own experience, [ 
can say that my tenant on Market 
street, who sublets the property to a 
score of shopkeepers, is scarcely in a 
tcsition to make enough from his sub- 
tenants to pay his own rental. I own 
an entire block between Chestnut and 
Fine, Seventeenth and Eighteenth 
streets, on the opposite side of the pro- 
posed parkway, which is absolutely un- 
tmproved today, and for which I cannot 
get a tenant. 

(This block, now vacant and surround- 
ed by billboards, originally was the 
site of the convent of the Good Shep- 
herd. After the tornado in 1896 the con- 
vent buildings were used as a temporary 
city hospital. When the present hospital 
was built the old buildings were torn 
down.) 

“T am willing to sell the block, also, at 
what I paid for it, plus the carrying 
charges while I have held it, and the ex- 
act value on this basis can be deter- 
mined through the Mercantile Trust Co., 

| which has kept a record of it. 


dertaking I should say this is about 
the worst. I am a wealthy man and 
ean afford to pay mv lhurden of taxa- 
tion without complaint if the parkway 
is created, but these little business men 
on Market street and ihe little hame 
owners who appear so hot at the pros- 
pect of a heavy assessment are evactly 
right in assuming that they cannot car- 
ry the burden. 


Not an Aid to Business. 
‘There should be no impulsiveness

Business ts not at- 
tracted to wide thorough‘ures sucn as 
is proposed here. It is forved away by 
the very width of the strvet and even 
the handsome shade trees if it were 
possible to grow any, would discourage 
the use of the parkway for business 
purposes, because they wouid obstruct 
the vision.”’ 

M. Weinberg, an agent of the Frank 
L. Dittmeier Real Estate ©», who con- 
fronted Lionberger at tne parkway 
hearing, when told of Lionveryer’s de- 
nial of the charges made, said he was 
associated with Addington in negotiat- 
ing the sale of the Market streat prop- 
erty to Lionberger, but that Addington 
completed the deal. 

Weinberg insisted that he had called 
on Lionberger less than three years ago 
in his office in the Security Building 
and offered $1500 a foot for the prop- 
erty in the name of a client and that 
Lionberger refused to accept it. He 
said: “I can understand how Mr. Lion- 
berger would ye willing now, after 
drawing his returns from this property 
for many years, to sell it at $900 a front 
foot on the eve of the parkway con- 
struction, to avoid the benefits that 
would be assessed against his property. 
There is a big difference between $550 
and $900 a foot.”’

MEXICO CITY, Mexico, Nov. 16.—Gen 
Obregon last night received a dispatch 
from Cordoba saying that Gen. Car- 
renza had made an offer to Gen. Eula- 
lic. Gutierrez to turn over the military 
forces to Gen. Gonzales and leave for 
Havana to arrive there not later than 
Nov. 26, if Gen. Francisco Villa would 
turn over his command to Gen. Gutier- 
rez, and be in Havana the same date. 

The Aguascalientes convention must 
meet in Mexico City the day Villa and 
Carranza arrive in Havana, according 
t. Carranza’s offer. 

The convention in Mexico City then 
must ratify the election of Gen. Gi 
tierrez or choose another provisional 
President who would hold power unti! 
the calling of general elections. If. by 
Nov. 30, these conditions are not met, 
Gen. Carranza, according to Gen. Obre- 
gon, will resume power as first chief of 
the Constitutionalists. 

Gen. Obregon later telegraphed Gen 
Gotierrez, saying that despite the Amer- 
ican State Department’s promise to 
evacuate Vera Cruz, the evacuation, in 
his opinion, would not take place un- 
less Gen. Villa resigned, and left the 
country.

The Tax on Oolored Oleo. 
' To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In this evening’s Post-Dispatch, Fred L. Brown 
says, “that the real object in imposing a tax of 
10 cents a pound on colored oleomargarine was 
for the purpose of preventing the fraudulent sale 
of same.” Mr. Brown charges that colored -:e0o- 
margarine is an imitation of butter, and therefore 
a fraud. Now, granting that this latter state.rent 
is true, does the 10 cents tax prevent its sale? 
By no means. There is more colored oleo sold in 
the market than there is pure butter. This tax 
merely raises the price to the cohsumer. In faci. 
if what Mr. Brown says of colorec oleo is true, the 
‘tax is a sort of license to practice fraud upon the 
American consumer. But if colored oleo !s a 
fraud, what about colored butter? Very little un- 
colored butter is sold. Is it fair to tax colored 
oleo, while colored butter goes free? In both 
products the coloring used is identical and the 
reason for using it is the same, namely, to im- 
prove the appearance of the article. 

All oleo sold must be plainly stamped “oleomar- 
garine,” and this regulation, which is strictly en- 
forced, does more to prevent fraud than any tax 
which, like prohibition, does not probihit. The 
truth is that this tax works solely to the benefit 
of the butter interests, which. would have to 
lower prices to compete with untaxed oleo: and 
She poor old ultimate consumer, as usual, pays the 
Sretght.

THE NEW PAPER MONEY. 
Probably the earliest tangible ev idence of the 
New Federal Reserve banking system which goes 
into operation on this date will be the appearance 
within a few days of a new form of currency— 
Federal reserve notes—which will be examined 
curiously and passed from hand to hand as they 
first begin to be paid out. 

The issue of a new kind of paper money is 
not an event lacking in importance among 4 


—<|Wworkaday people, who find that they cannot get 


very far without money of some sort in their 
pockets. Even the appearance of a nickel of new 
design is a matter of no small popular interest. 
,These new reserve notes are destined to become 
very familiar. They are to do a great part of 
the work of the country. They will gradually 
take the place of all other bank notes and prob- 
ably in time will be substituted for all other 
forms of paper currency, barring, perhaps, green- 
backs. 3 

But, of course, the projection into the currency 
of money of new aspect, with which we must 
acquaint ourselves for the detection of possible 
counterfeits, is only a temporary novelty. The 
feature of permanent importance is the new kind 
of banking of which the new notes are a sym- 
bol to the people. The system today inaugurated 


jis the output of inquiry and discussion which 


have lasted 20 years. Its paramount feature 
places the money and credit of the country under 
Government control, dethroning the control of 
those agencies and influences of which we have 
obtained a definite understanding when described 
as the “Money Trust.” Its most perceptible ef- 
fect in practical affairs will be felt in the dif- 
fusion more generally through the country of 
those predominating benefits in credit which the 
large centers have principally enjoyed hereto- 
fore. 

It provides an asset currency based on the 
solvency of those who do the business of the 


‘|country and regulated in volume by the amount 
‘lof money for which the transactions of the coun- 
‘| try show a need to exist. Under it the promissory 
'{note becomes a regulator of the per capita out- 
‘iput of currency in circulation. 


Business opportunity in interior towns will no 

longer be measured by the amount of money the 
local banks have on hand to lend out. That will 
be measured by the ability and standing and 
credit of its business representatives and people. 
When the local banks have reached the limit of 
their normal lending capacity, the promissory 
notes representing their outstanding productive 
resources will be good for other supplies of 
funds at the newest Federal Reserve branch 
bank. 
In addition to making available large saneiien 
of new money, the system increases the lending 
capacity of existing banks by. reducing the per- 
centage of total resources that must be kept at 
all times at hand. The sum released from bank 
vaults by the reduction of the “reserve percen- 
tage” is computed to amount to several hundred 
millions of dollars. 


Under this constitution a federal union of fi- 
nancial institutions is formed. It might be called 
the United Banks of America. E Pluribus Unum 
might be its motto. Nov. 16 is the July 4 of the 
American world of finance. It democratizes 
banking, liberates it from sinister usurpation, 
secures to it the strength that comes from union, 
provides more money and brings down the high 
cost of money. Sufficient money and cheaper 
money are both- especially important in times of 
pinch. 

No other city in the country will afford a more 

interesting viewpoint on the effect of the new 
system than St. Louis. We shall obgerve at close 
range its influence on conditions in a region 
peculiarly in need of banking relief. In parts of 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and Texas, 8, 10, 12 and 
even higher rates of per cent are commonly 
charged borrowers by their local banks, when 
lenders farther: north and east are glad to get 
5 and 6 per cent. 
Will these local banks have the nerve to con- 
tinue these exorbitant and business-hampering 
interest charges when they themselves can get 
money at the Federal Reserve banks at a maxi- 
mum rate of 6 per cent?

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JAIL FOR JOYRIDERS.

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WHEN THE SLEEPERS WAKE. 
Eight years ago (1906), New York City’s budget 
for municipal expenses was $116,805,490. The 
average tax rate in the five boroughs was $1.52 
on $100 of assessed valuation. 
In 1914 the budget was $192,995,441, 
erage tax rate $1.82. 
For 1915, the tentative budget is $204,129,441, the 
average tax rate $1.95. 
The city’s “debt service’—caring for interest 
and sinking fund installments on its billion dol- 
lar bonded debt—absorbed $62,611,000 of the 1914 
revenue, or a fraction over 32 per cent. 
New York’s realty owners are crying out 
against their ever increasing tax burden. They 
say real estate cannot bear the proposed ipereases 
for 1915. 
Perhaps, when the proprietors of New York’s 
inconceivably @aluable lands have been bled to 
the limit of their patience (to pay interest on 
city bonds issued to buy everything from lead 
pencils up, and to provide fat contracts for fav- 
ored politicians), they will wake up.

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GEN. ROBERTS’ DEAMATIOC DEATH. 

Some condition among the Indian troops 
which the censor has not permitted us to know 
caused Gen. Roberts to undertake a visit to them 
on the firing tine in France. So, among other 
fleeting pictures of the war, we have one of this 
man resuming. at the age of 82, some of the hard- 
ships of a fighting zone. The cold, the rains, the 
high November winds which have caused so much 
suffering to the war-hardened youth of both 
armies were too much for him. He was stricken 
by pneumonia and died in a foreign land with 
the thunder of artillery in his ears. 

The Kaiser once called him the “ablest soldier 
of.his time.” Perhaps the praise was not over- 
drawn. “His time’ was an era of comparative 
peace to which few of the great military com- 
manders of recent history had survived. A sub- 
altern in the Indian mutiny, he made his way 
to celebrity in the little wars which the British 
wage on little peoples. Some of our forgotten 
Indian wars made as great demands on military 
genius as the wars that won for Gen. Roberts 
huge grancs of money aua a peerage. 

At 68—age at which military capacity in many 
of our modern wars has seemed ripest—he. was 
called to deliver his country from a needless 
crisis into which it had been plunged by fatuous 
civil leaders and incompetent military leaders. 
Such distinction as the next generation will 
award to the man who crushed the Boers will be 
Gen. Roberts’. His dispositions were admirable, 
but could not have succeeded had the Boers not 
been hopelessly outmatched in money, in guns, 
in men. 

It may be said of Gen. Roberts that he was 
splendidly adequate to such opportunities as came 
to him. The efficiency and sound military judg- 
ment he showed in war on a small scale would 
at least have been useful] in war on a big scale. 

His admirable qualities as a man and citizen 
contributed to a popularity that heightened his 
prestige as a soldier. 
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‘‘A DEMOCRAT IN EARNEST.’’ 

Noting the modest public statement of purposes 
made by Meyer London, New York’s Socialist 
Congressman-elect, the World shrewdly observes: 

The probability is that Mr. London has oniy 
one important discovery to make at Washing- 
ton.

The very fact they boldly challenge the estab- 
lished order proves they are not regimentable but 
are more individualistic than their submissive 
fellow rank and filers. 

Their vote, in America as in Germany, is not 
a demand for the adoption of a Utopian theory 
of government, but for a speeding up of Democ- 


racy. 
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DR. HILL’S BYPRODUCT IN UPLIFT. 

Nobody wants to put Dr. William Preston 
Hill on the defensive, but his confession of 
emolument as a byproduct of uplift is really 
curiols. 

It seems that about as often on an average as 
this distinguished single tax advocate gets a 
strangle-hold on the unearned increment, the in- 
iquitous thing puts a lot of money in the doctor’s 
pocket. He bought a lot for $500 in. Tucson, 
Ariz.,. paid a 100 per cent special assessment 
tax on it for improvements and sold it for $3000.

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THAT ‘‘VOTE OF CENSURBBE.’’ 
The Democratic National Committee expresses 
the significance of the election in terms of Elec- 
toral College members, whose number equals the 
membership of both Senate and House. It has 
given to President Wilson the electoral votes 
of those states which chose Democratic Senators. 
However, in about two-thirds of the states no 
election for Senator was held and of these the 
ones that chose Democratic Governors are as- 
signed to Mr. Wilson.

I should call it less of a compro- 
mise than a mixing up of the two sys- 
tems, due probably in large measure to 
Yale having played much in. practice 
against its own type of game. 

Yale’s kicking game, while far better 
than Princefon’s when only the delivery 
end is considered, will have to be a great 
deal smoother against Harvard, if the 
Crimson is not to run back punts for 
reasonably long gains. The Yale ends 
were not as capable down the field as 
were Princeton’s and I could not under- 
stand just what the theory was. More 
than once I saw Stillman simply turn 
round and round, and when the play 
was completed had not moved five yards 
from his original position. 

Perhaps the idea was that his own 
punt catcher would run back so far as 
to be well up with him and he could 
then assist in interfering, which seemed 
rather far-fetched. At all events, there 
was less effective spilling of men going 
down the field under punts than I have 
seen in a long time by a Yale team 

Unless I am greatly mistaken a Har- 
vard end will be close as a plaster to 
Legore everywhere he goes, for he is the 
kingpin of the Yale rugby passing game, 
and every attempt will be made to com- 
pel him to go ahead with the ball or do 
his passing in a hurry.
